Controversial article 
reviewed for fairness 


A Press-Record article published Feb. 10 generated two 
emotion-filled letters from leaders in the black communi- 
ty. 
The article, written by David Gosnell, a reporter for the 
Press-Record who has since taken a job with the 
Edwardsvive Intelligéncer; followed standard reporting 
guidelines. 

Gosnell’s article dealt with a member of the Jesse Jack- 
son campaign. The man, Rick Russo, is white, from 
Edwardsville, and favors Pete Fields for Congress. Russo 
said a rally in Venice was advertised as being for Jesse 
Jackson, but’ featured only discussions by and for 2ist 
Congressional District candidate Jerry Costello. 

Gosnell also contacted Madison County Board Member 
Don Garrett, who organized the rally, and Dave Wagner, 
Costello’s campaign manager. Though Russo was- “out- 
numbered”’ two-to-one in the article, Gosnell also tried to 
contact a third Costello and Jackson Supporter, the Rev. 
John Henry Williams, but could not reach Williams. 

The story was headlined, ‘Jackson delegate says Venice 
voters ‘used’ by Costell6.”’ 

Russo’s term was “used,” as reported. Russo said he 
thought the rally was for Jackson. A flier for the event

Lake flirting with disaster

-Mono Lake is one of the oldest 
and most unusual lakes in the 
United States. It measures 69 
square miles in a desert area 
near the California and Nevada 
border. Water flows into Mono 
Lake, but there is no outlet. 

The inity of this lake is 

at 2 times that of the 
° n. There are no fish in the 
iF because they cannot survive 
the high salt content. But three 
forms of life — algae, brine flies 
and brine shrimp — flourish in 
the lake. These simple life forms 
support a community of birds 
that number in the tens of thou- 

nds, 

‘The birds are mostly gulls and 
phalaropes. They use the lake as 
acnesting site and as a rest area 

ng rations. The lake is 
ise desolate area. 
vortunately, the city of Los 
2s has been drawing water 
several decades from the 
is that feed the lake, and 
used the lake level to drop 
87 feet. The loss of water is cre- 
ating problems for Mono Lake. 

One of the beautiful and frag- 
ile features of Mono Lake is the 
tufa formations. Most of these 
formations are still islands. But 
if ‘the lake level drops another 10 


these formations: Human vandal- 
ism will probably ruin these pic- 
turesque features. 

Birds nest on these islands 
and 4footed tors now are 
unable to raid the nests. Once 
these areas are accessible by 
land, however, the nests will no 
longer be safe. 

Further loss in the lake level 
also will present problems to life 
in the water. The increased 
salinity resulting from the drop 
will bring about a halt in the 
reproduction cycle of brine flies 
and brine.shrimp. This will 
effectively cut off the biological 
basis for bird life on the lake. 
There will be no food for the 
birds. 


The lake now is at a critical 
stage. Life on the lake has toler- 
ated a 37-foot drop in lake levels, 
but an additional 10 to 20 feet 
wail be too much. The lake will

About 15 per- 
cent of the water supply of Los 
Angeles comes from the si 
that feed Mono Lake. But the 
impending ecological disaster 
that faces this desert region is 
intolerable. 

The city of Los Angeles must 
find water elsewhere.
